MUNICIPAL LIBRARY SERVICE 


EAST LONDON

Now that the Municipal Library Service in East London 
has started to function, it will be possible for me to 
give a short survey of our service. 


As we in Kast London owe so much 
to the Provincial Administration for 
their financial assistance in making 
this service possible, it is with 
great pleasure that I am sending 
this report on to you for publica- 
tion in your monthly journal "The 
Cape Librarian". 

In 1955 the first steps were taken 
as a result of the promulgation of 
the new Provincial Library Ordinance 
No.4 of 1955 where,

the opening of the Cambridge and 
Vincent Library Branches. A silver 
key was made and handed to the 
Mayoress to commemorate the incep- 
tion of the Bast London Library 
Service. 

Now that we have completed the 
opening of these two branches we are 
concentrating on the central library. 
One of the conditions laid down by 
the subscribers of the Hast London 
Public Library was that the Council 
had to supply premises, approved by

THE HABIT OF READING 


We cannot afford a country of lazy 
minds and the boredom that comes 
from knowing little and caring less. 
We cannot afford a nation of non- 
readers. 

Moreover, the habit of reading is 
not only vital to a democratic so- 
ciety but a source of enrichment to 
the individual himself. It is the 


people who read who have the most 
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typist and Assistant Librarian. The 

whole building should be ready by 

September, but the downstairs depart-— 
ment will be opened on the ist July, 

1958. 

A lot of hard work has been put 
into the préparation of this new 
service and a lot of hard work still 
lies ahead, but the need for this 
free service has already been proved 
by the great response of the people 
living in the suburbs of Cambridge 
and Vincent where the membership, 
after 11 days of opening, totalled 
2,100 and the circulation of books 
totalled approximately 5,500. 

It is particularly interesting to 
notice that the children are partron- 
ising the libraries so well and we 
expect that this enthusiasm will 


still grow when winter starts.

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Dat is het begin. Dan, in het 
ideale geval dat ik hier beschrijven

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ce en hun eigengemaakte hulplijsten, 
en classeren al de non fiction die 
er in de bibliotheek is. EHerst de 
grote secties, dan de reference, de 
Africana, en dan alles wat er altijd 
weer uit alle hoeken en gaten te 

Het is iedere keer 
weer een verassing, waar of je nu 
weer eens een verborgen kastje zult 
vinden, of een hoge plank, met soms 
lang vergeten schatten. — En hoe of 
we boeken catalogiseren zonder ti- 
telblad? Hn classeren? Dat is 
eigenlijk heel eenvoudig. lHerst 
maken we een titelblad. Hn we zet— 
ten op de kaart: verdere gegevens 
ontbreken, geen titelblad. Hoe we 
dat titelblad maken is een andere 
vraag. Als er televisie in Zuid 
Afrika is, moeten ze er maar eens 
een quiz programma van maken: laat 
alle plaatsen van het boek zien, 
en componeer een titelpagina. Wat 
we doen als het halve boek mist? 
Dat is nog eenvoudiger, dan is ver- 
wijderen het enige antwoord, en het 
boek volgt zijn broederen de afge- 
keurden. En wat we doen als het 
boek beschadigd is? Dan plakken we 
het, met veel liefde en zorg. Wat 
is reorganisatie toch eigenlijk een- 
voudig. 

Als al de fictie klaar is, dan kan 
het eerste team aan het stempelen, 
inschrijven en tikken van de non 
fiction beginnen. De twee catalogi- 
seerders verruilen de pen voor de 
“styluss" en schrijven de Dewey num- 
mers op de rug voor of na het boek 
de tafel rond gaat voor dezelfde 
routine als eerst de fictie. 

En zo werken we tot het laatste 
boek. In hitte en in kou. Nooit 
in mijn leven heb ik zoveel kou ge- 
leden als in een onverwarmde biblio-— 
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theek en in mijn onverwarmde hotel- 
kamer in het plaatsje waar we werk— 
ten in Juni. Hn in de warme vallei 
van King Williams' Town werkten we 
van 8-12 uur en van 3-6. Van 12-3 
"leden" we van de warmte. Maar lang 
leve de ventilator die we naar die 
plaats mee hadden, die heeft ons ge- 
red. Waar of die ook nog een plekje 
in de auto vond weet ik al niet 
meer, het moet op iemands tenen ge- 
weest zijn.

PRETTIGE DINGEN 


In Port Alfred waren we drie 
weken, en het was bijna altijd mooi 
weer en de zee de heerlijkste zee om 
te zwemmen. Gedurende de weekends 
hebben we er gewandeld tot we er de 
prachtigste tan van de wereld had- 
den, al in November. En dan de 
schelpen. Ik wist dat er veel 
soorten boeken in de wereld zijn, 
gewone en mooie en bizondere. [In 
Port Alfred leerden we dat er vele 
duizenden verschillende schelpen 
zijn, en dat vele bezondere aan de 
stranden van Port Alfred gevonden 
worden.

Wat hebben ze niet allerlei 
prettige dingen voor ons bedacht, en 
niet te vergeten, wat hebben ze ons 
niet bedorven met thee en koek. 





Niet allemaal konden ze doen wat ons 
in één bibliotheek overkwam: koek 
en taart bij bijna iedere thee, het 


waren soms hele partijen. 

En nooit zal ik vergeten het 
braaivleis dat ons werd aangeboden 
door de eigenaar van het hotel waar 
we logeerden, met de dans daarna, 
ons aangedaan door de manlijke gas-— 
ten. Helemaal geen groots opgezet 
feest, maar juist gezellig, en, net 
als de hele reorganisatie-—job, hard 
werken (er was zoveel boerewors), 
maar "lots of fun".

AT THE PORT ELIZABETH SHOW 


10th-15th March, 1958

It is show week in Port Elizabeth. 
Let us park that big American car 
that we bought with last year’s wool 
cheque and walk in past the gaily 
flying flags at the main entrance on 
the Uitenhage road. The blaring 


music grows louder as we approach 
the halls of Commerce and Industry, 
and the crowd grows thicker. Bells 
on the ice-cream carts are ringing, 
and somehwere, in competition to 
Elvis over the loudspeaker, a mili- 
tary band is playing. A tired voice 
over another loudspeaker is exhort-— 
ing the mother of Johnny van der 
Westhuizen to come and fetch same at 
the tower of sound. An outraged pig 
is complaining bitterly and angrily 
in a high-pitched hysterical voice. 
The mingled smell of popcorn and 
sweating horses fills the air. 
Small hands clutch lurid-looking 
toffee-apples, while ecstatically 
licking tongues spread the red 
stickiness over small excited faces. 

As we wander along past hot-—dog 
stalls and ice-cream vendors the 
music and noise fades slightly. At 
the far end is a big grey van we 
would like to see. It may be 
another caravan like the one we 
passed a while back. Here, a fat 
lady with flowing red hair, dressed 
in a flowing red blouse, (she wasn't 
very clean) would, for 5/-, feel the 
bumps on your head, look at your 


palm and tell you about the inevit-— 
able dark man, the inevitable fair 
one, and the equally inevitable trip 
across the water. 

But somehow there is something 
different about this van. Perhaps 
it is the sober grey colour. Wait, 
there is something written on it 
KAAPSE «e+ STRASIE is all one can 
see with the two flaps up. Kaapse 
Strasie .-. is it a new kind of bop 
perhaps? An indigenous kind? 

We hope that out visitor was not 
too disappointed to find no gypsy, 
but two members of the Cape Provin- 
cial Library Service, and not a 
scene of Bacchanalian festivities, 
but rows of pleasant and attractive— 
ly displayed books. 

It is to Miss Smart of the Central 
Reference Library at Port Elizabeth 
that most of the credit for the or- 
ganization and work behind our ex- 
hibit on the P,B, Show must go. It 
was she who conceived the idea, with 
Mr. Leygonie, made all the arrange- 
ments, and led the staffs of the 
Central Reference Library and the 
P.E. Regional Library, in preparing 
the books and displays. Even Mr. 
Leygonie, busy as he is, was to be 
found, paint brush in hand, judi- 
ciously considering the artistic 
possibilities of juxta-—positioning 
two delicious shades of pink on 4 
map. A great deal of the credit

Shepherd for the work they put into 
the exhibit. 

For the display windows, Mr. 
Robinson, the driver for the Port 
Elizabeth Region, made some very 
neat little wire brackets which fit- 
ted into the holes in the peg-board 
in the display windows. Pieces of 
cardboard were covered with book 
jackets and supported in the brack— 
ets in the display windows. Miss 
Smart had prepared displays on 
"Flowers in your Home", "Wool", "The 
Netherlands", "Liszt" -— here they 
used the cover of the recording of 
his Piano Concerto No. 2, as well as 
book jackets, while Miss Tait was 
responsible for the attractive dis-— 
play on Beautrix Potter, and Miss 
Jennings for one on "The Book of the 
Film". Outside also were two maps 
of the Cape Province, one showing 
the regions of the Library Service, 
and one marked with small coloured 
flags for each Public Library, depot, 
and non-Huropean depot in the Ser- 
vice. The flags disappeared quickly 
and were to be found adorning the 
blazers of schoolboys with a hanker- 
ing after a little colour in their 
drab lives. The maps, nevertheless, 
proved extremely useful in illus- 
trating the work of the Service to 
the many interested inquirers. 


ARRANGEMENT 


Inside the van, in order to dispel 
the confusion caused to people un- 
used to books when confronted with 
rows upon rows of them, we arranged 
them sparingly, and in clearly la- 
belled groups. Most of those chosen 
had bright and attractive jackets 
which were displayed, front cover 


forward, oly a few being shelved 
normally with only the spines show- 
ing. Miss Smart had chosen subjects 
which were of great interest to the 
public present at the show —- Agri- 
culture occupied a large section of 
our shelves, as did Home Economics 
and such subjects as Flower arrange-— 
ment, and Interior decoration.. We 
had shelves of English and Afrikaans 
fiction and a large section devoted 
to Children's books in both langua- 
ges. There were, in addition, dis- 
plays on travel, gardening, art and 
music, hobbies, animals and sport, 
as well as a few books on philosophy 
and religion. Bibliographies on 
several subjects were freely avail-— 
able. The non-fiction was drawn 
from the P.—. Central Reference Li- 
brary, and the fiction from the P.E. 
Regional Library. Altogether, on 
display, we had about 1000 European 
books and about 120 drawn from Non- 
European stock. 


FILM SHOWS 


Our disp bys were not, however, 
confined to books. Hanging in the 
van, were prints by Pieter de Hooch 
and Wenning, Peter Furse'’s map, 
"Flora Capenses", and a copy of a 
17th Century map of Africa by Guil- 
jelmo Blaeuw. Several of our films 
were shown in The Hall of Commerce, 
and proved exceedingly popular. 


Among these were "Wusical Ride", 


"The Cliff-hanger", "Heart is High- 
land", "Enchanted City", "Battling 

Bluefins" and "The Six faces of 
Pharoah"... The writer witnessed a 
showing of the latter film on a day 
when the hall was crowded with about 
800 Bantu and coloured children,

The very hard work put into the 
exhibit was, I am convinced, tho- 
roughly rewarded. Not only were we 
awarded a Gold Diploma, but we had 
invaluable opportunities for meeting 
the public and explaining the Libra-— 
ry Service to them. Our visitors 
were many and ranged from the small 
seeker after Noddy books, the in- 
evitable toffee-apple in one hand 
and a bottle of poisonous-looking 
to the 
man from the stall selling a well- 


mineral water in the other,

door, who flew in periodically to 
consult Black's Veterinary diction- 
ary when confronted with a tricky 
question from a customer. At least, 
we thought that was the motive of 
his visits. [+t appeared subsequent— 
ly that his interests were directed 
more towards the staff than the 
stock of the Library Service. There 
was deep interest shown by many mem-— 
bers of isolated farming communities 
in the Service. We were also pri- 
vileged with a visit from Mr. Slater, 
the Provincial Secretary. 

The success of the exhibit is un- 
doubted. It is greatly to be hoped 
that the public will continue to 
show the interest in the Library 
Service which they manifested at the 
Port Hlizabeth Agricultural Show.

Although we have only a nodding 
acquaintance with helicopters in 
South Africa, the recent demonstra-— 
tions of this type of aircraft have 
certainly stimulated a great deal of 
interest in them. [In this book a 
helicopter test pilot and a well- 


known aviation writer explain simply 
and lucidly how the various types of 
helicopters work, and the numerous 
uses, in peace and war, to which 
these aircraft can be put. They 
trace the development from the time 
of da Vinci's "Helix" (about 1490) 
to Sikorsky's VS-3800, the first 
practicable helicopter. There is an 
interesting chapter on the future of 
helicopters, and the authors predict 
that the "helibus" will be the fast— 
est means of travelling between 
cities one day! Numerous excellent 
sketches illustrate this book, which 
will answer most of the questions 


any helicopter-conscious youngster 
will ask.

EAST LONDON: 


It is rather interesting to note 
the history behind the founding of 
various small villages and towns in 
this part of the Hastern Cape which 
have either already joined, or are 
about to join the Provincial Library 
Service. 

Of the places mentioned, Peddie 
and Berlin were opened in October 
1957 as free libraries after reor- 
ganization by Regional staff; Ham- 
burg was supplied with a library - 
nothing being in existence there be- 
fore, and although small, the Li- 
brary has already given untold 
pleasure to many. 

It was in order to strengthen the 
military defences of the Hastern 
Cape that the British Government re- 
solved, at the conclusion of the 
Crimean War, to enlist some of the 
German Legion for settlement in the 
Eastern Cape. With this purpose in 
mind villages were surveyed in the 
Peddie and King William's Town dis- 
tricts in 1957. As a result Stut- 
terheim, Frankfort, Berlin and 
Breidbach were founded in the King 
William's Town district and Peddie, 
Woolridge, Bell, Bodiam and Hamburg 
in the Peddie district. 

The portion of the legion brought 
out was under the command of Baron 
Stutterheim who settled at Stutter- 
heim, while the second in command, 
Colonel Woolridge settled at Wool- 
ridge. 

Hamburg village was surveyed out

of the farm Keiskama Mouth and was 
named after Hamburg in Germany. The 
detachment settled there was under 
the command of Baron de Fin who, in 
addition to his erf and 5 acre al- 
lotment, was given the farm Holstein 
which abutted the Commonage. 

Some of these settlers subsequent-— 
ly went to India on military service 
and never returned, while others 
moved to the larger centres in order 
to make a living. Only a few re- 
mained. Many houses built by the 
settlers are still in existence and 
it is only in the last decade that 
the village of Hamburg began to ex- 
pand and grow into a popular seaside 
and health resort and has retained 
its natural beauty almost unmarred. 

The ERastern Cape and especially 
small isolated communities such as 
these are crying out for adequate 
Library facilities and already the 
response to the offers of the Pro- 
vincial Service has been overwhel- 
ming. 

At the end of March 1958 four 
Public Librames and two depots were 
receiving service and King William's 
Town was about to open. Seventeen 
other libraries are waiting with 
growing impatience for reorganiza— 
tion, while negotiations are in pro- 
gress with about twenty-five others.
